SCHOOLS. 

There  stands  to  the  cre<lit  of  schools,  an  undrawn  balance  of 
S(j8*2.44.  with  four  yet  in  operation,  the  expense  of  which  has  only 
jnirtially  been  paid.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  SI, 100, 
which,  together  with  the  State  school  fund,  income  from  dog 
licenses,  snr|»lus,  and  income  from  Pratt  Fund,  ought  to  run  our 
schools  8 months  in  the  year. 

It  is  not  our  purj)Ose  to  criticise  the  action  uf  the.  School 
Committee,  nor  underrate  the  value  of  a good  education.  But  is 
there  any  reason  why  teachers  should  not  have  their  salaries  re- 
duced lU  ]>er  cent.,  while  mechanics  and  laborers  have  suffered  a 
reduction  of  from  20  to  8U  per  cent,  'r  There  are  many  in  town 
who  are  compelled  to  work  for  81.00  per  day,  to  support  a family 
and  pay  taxes,  to  be  paid  in  salaries  to  teachers  who  receive  from 
81.60  to  82.00  per  day. 

Education  we  should  have — -bread  we  must  have. 

We  leave  the  subject  for  the  further  consideration  of  tax- 
j)avers. 

POOR. 

It  seems  almost  imj»ossible  to  appropriate  money  enough  to 
support  our  poor  ; the  calls  are  so  many  that  with  the  most  eco- 
nomical system  that  we  can  devise,  we  fail  to  keep  the  expenses 
within  the  appropriation.  We  ask  for  81,600,  again  ;*also,  that 
the  deticiency  the  past  year,  of  8105. ”0,  may  be  appropriated  out 
of  the  surplus. 

In  justice  to  the  friends  of  Daniel  Bumpus,  we  will  say,  that 
he  has  been  no  expens^;  to  Carver ; his  property  paid  all  his 
ex}>enses. 

Sally  Dunham  and  Patience  Robbins  have  been  supported  at 
the  almshou.se  the  whole  year;  Louisa  Benson  and  child,  3 months  ; 
Willard  Sears,  4 months.

TRAMPS. 

During  tlu*  v«'ar  closed,  four  liuudred  and  y-one  tramps 
have  ])e«ui  lods^ed  and  fed,  a decrease  of  t\vc>  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  from  last  year.  One  hundred  and  ninety-one  have  cost  ns 
35  cts.  each,  and  two  hundred  and  ninety,  2*2  cts.  eaeli.  Wlietlier 
it  was  the  tram]»-honse,  or  some  other  unknown  cause,  that  lias 
operated  to  save  ns  about  55  per  cent.,  we  are  unable  to  say. 

HIGHWA  YS. 

The  usual  appro[)riation,  SI, 300,  is  deemed  ample  for  the 
repair  of  hiijhways.  An  appropriation  will  be  necessary,  should 
that  piece  of  road  straightened  and  relocated,  upon  petition  of 
H.  Hammond  and  others,  be  worked  the  present  year. 

BRIDGES  AND  SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

No  appropriation  is  called  for  this  time,  for  repair  of  bridges 
or  school-houses. 


RATE  OF  TAXATION,  1878. 

If  our  estimates  are  not  disturbed,  it  will  be  necessarv  to 
assess  33,550  of  the  amount  appropriated,  and  as  it  is  thought 
that  our  State  and  County  taxes,  tiken  as  a whole,  will  be  about 
the  same,  it  is  probable  we  may  be  able  to  keep  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion in  1878,  the  same  as  1877. 

By  reference, to  our  liabilities  and  assets,  when  compared  with 
last  year,  we  stand  financially  about  the  same,  still  having  a bal- 
ance of  upwards  of  three  thousand  dollars  standing  in  favor  of 
the  town. 

In  conclusion,  we  will  say,  that  nothing  has  occurred  the 
past  year  to  disturb  that  steadiness  aimed  at  in  the  management  of 
our  financial  affairs,  and  that  in  a very  few  towns  during  these 
restless  times  of  business  depression,  are  the  poor  better  cared 
for,  or  lighter  burdens  imposed  upon  tax-payers.
